Ed McDevitt, superintend 
ent of recreation for the Rec- 
Teation and Parks Depart- 
ment. said the route should 
be posted with appropriate 
signs within a month 

McDevitt, whe originated 

the idea of the commuter 
bike route, said he will have 
bike racks installed at Civie 
Center Plaza until the Park 
ing Authority can provide 
space for two-whwelers in the
